T his year's winter play, directed by K.C. Eppel, was dif- 
ferent from most plays put on here at Moline. Unlike 
many productions this play had the same scene, with most 
characters in the same spot, for all three acts making it hard 
for the actors to keep the audience's attention.

Moline High School’s stu- 
dents reach their junior or 
sen ior year the opportun ities 
that become open to them 
are unlimited. For example, 
when a student becomes an 
upperclassman he or she can 
qualify for the cooperative 
work and study program. To 
enroll in this program you 
must either take Diversified 
Occupation or Business In- 
terpretation in the morning 
and then you are eligible to 
leave after fourth or fifth 
period to work. The Diversi- 
fied Occupations class is for 
students who wish to be able 
to work part-time and still 
attend school. This course 
teaches basic skills needed 
to obtain and mai ntai n a job, 
but to obtai n credit the course 
a set number a work hours 
must be adhered to. On the 


other hand. Business Inter- 
pretation offers employment 
opportunities in the field of 
busi ness, mostly ban ki ng and 
office work, and is extremely 
useful to st udents plan n i ng on 
obtai n i ng higher educations. 
The course of Busi ness I nter- 
pretation offers instruction in 
office related fields such as 
advertising, sales, marketing, 
distribution, Microsoft Office 
Excel, and entrepreneurial- 
ship. Obviously to qualify 
for such programs students 
must maintain appropriate 
attendance at Moline High 
and keep themselves out of 
trouble. Also, the students 
participating in the class is 
required to provide transpor- 
tation for themselves to and 
from their place of employ- 
ment.

Engineering is a great profes- 
sion that many students at 
Moline High wish to take part 
in. The field of engineering 
allows an individual to watch 
a figment of their imagination 
emerge through the aid of sci- 
ence onto a piece of paper, and 
then to realization in the forms 
of homes, offices, and skyscrap- 
ers. Due to the growing interest 
in this technically advanced 
field it is not surprising that 
MHS has recently decided to 
start a new four year engineer- 
ing program. By introducing 
new' classes sponsored by a 
national engineering organiza- 
tion know n as “Project Lead The 
Way”theIndustrialTechnology 
Department of MHS is provid- 
ing all interested students the 
opportunity to pursue a career 
in engineering. The first of 
the new courses being offered 
is called “Introduction to 
Engineering Design.” To help 
students complete the work 
the freshmen course requires, 
students use 3-D CAD software 
program known as the “Inven- 
tor 10” to develop projects. By 
creating animated working 


drawings, students study the 
design processes necessary to 
succeed in the field of engineer- 
ing from concept sketches to 
market research. Some of the 
projects students w ho take this 
class are required to complete 
include a puzzle cube, a desk 
set, and a reverse engineering 
of a working Lego model. After 
completing the “Introduction to 
Engineering Design” students 
enroll in the “Principals of 
Engineering.” The previous 
course offers authentic hands 
-on experiences that provide 
students with kits so they can 
learn skills applying to electri- 
cal and mechanical interface 
systems in a computer. The 
classes of the “Introduction to 
Engineering Design” and the 
“Principals of Engineering” 
are just the beginning of an 
enti re sequence of courses soon 
to be offered in engineering. 
Si nee Mol i ne has developed this 
new and fascinating course in 
engineering, students with an 
interest in this field are now 
given an opportunity to pursue 
their dream career.

Pual Enrollment is a great head start before college. 


The Dual Enrollment pro- 
gram between Blackhawk 
College and Moline High 
School has been in existence 
for many years, yet a major- 
ity of Moline’s student body 
does not know anything 
regarding the program. The 
Dual Enrollment program 
offers high school seniors 
the opportunity to jump 
start their college education 
by giving them the advan- 
tage of enrolling part time 
in college course while the 
student is still able to remain 
i n high school for thei r sen ior 
year. Students that choose to 
participate i n such a program 
leave Moline High during 
the periods their college 
courses are in session and 
then return to Moline at the 
classes’ completion. How- 
ever, the time a student can 


be gone is restricted to two 
to three periods depending 
on individualized needs. 
Students that are enrolled 
in this program actually 
have to apply to Blackhawk 
college for admission, then 
they are required to take a 
placement test, fill out Dual 
Enrollment papers, and 
wait for acceptance. Also, if 
a student needs another ele 
ctive credit in high school to 
graduate, they may choose to 
take a similar course, at the 
college level, and earn both 
col lege and high school credit 
simultaneously. So for those 
looking for a head start on 
their college education and 
the abi 1 ity to earn high school 
credit at the same time, the 
Dual Enrollment program is 
something to look into.

The Dual Enrolment program between Moline High School and Blackhawk college is a unique 
opportunity for high school seniors. A program like Dual Enrollment gives seniors a chance 
to headstart their college education while having the ability to earn high school credits in 
college courses.
